That your committee, duly impressed with 
the jmporiance and delicacy of the subjects’ re- 
ferred to them, and anxious to pursue that course 
which will best comport with the good -of the 

ublie service and the high dutics of the senate, 
oon given the several memorials all the coisi- 

@eration to which they are entitled. ° , 

The memorialists of the navy and marine 
eorps, pray that the senate would institute an in- 
quiry into the proceedings of two naval courts 
mattial, had in the Mediterranean, in the early 
part of the last year. They complain that those 
proceedings were such ag to impair their confi- 
dence in the tribunals which have been establish- 
ad by the laws of the country for the protection 
of the rights of all who are connected with the 
naval establishment. I 

The memorialists of the marine corps pray, 
that their rights may be guarded by a special act 
ef the legislature, “or that the rules and regula- 
tions for the better government of the navy be 
more strictly carried into execution. 

Your committee sincerely regret, that-any cir- 
ecumstances’should have occurred, which have 
caused discontents among any portion of the offi- 
cars of the U States” Navy. They have in- 
dulged the hopé that the high reputation and re- 
nown which had been acquired by the naval esta- 
blishment of this country, in war, would be cher- 
ished and sedulously guarded in the season of 

ace, by every officer of the corps. It is: only 
oe correct deportment; by a rigid lever of 


duty, aod a strict observance of the laws, 
their well earned fame can be preserved. If thé 
observations are correct, as it regards the indivi- 
duals, ‘officers of the navy, they must strengly ap- 
ply to their tribunals. If naval courts martial, or 
courts of inquiry, have become so negligent, or 
so partial and unfaithful in the discharge of their 
duties, that those who look to them for protec- 


‘tion can no longer confide in them, but must re- 


sort, in the language of the memorialists, for 
safety “to those arms with which their country 
has entrusted them, or to that strength with which 
mature has endowed them,” then, indeed, thereis 
most serious cause of alarm. But your committee 
co not believe that this is the condition and cha- 
yacter of ypur naval tribunals. They have here- 
tofore been unimpeached. 
tration the American navy has attained a churac- 
ter, both at home and abroad, of which the natien 
is justly proud. In the instances complained of, 
there may have been some ground for criticism ; 
the proceedings may yaye been such as not to 
give entire satisfuction'to’all ; but your committee 
ure decidedly of the opinion, that whatever may 
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be the character of the proceedings of the cotrts 
martial undér consideration, they are beyond the 
control of the senate. It has no power that can 
reach these cases. it has none cther than legis- 
lative power, touching these matters, which in its 
nature cannot be rétrospective. The corrective, 
in such cases, is cOnfided by the institutions of the 
country to the chi€f magistrate, and to that de- 
partment of the government, would their come 
plaints, perhaps, have been most properly. ad- 
dressed. 

There is another view of the e 
the committee have not been 
been considered a fit,oc 
laws governing the wavy; in: 
whether any defects exist, whi 
gislative correction. Your committee have done 
so, and on examination, are of opinion, that no le- 
guslative proceedings are necessary at this time. 
‘The rules and regulations for the government of 
the navy now in force, are those under which it 
has grown up and acquired a reputation for disci- 

line and efficiency, which your committee bee 
ieve is not angpeeed by any similar establishment. 
In this state of things, they sre of opinion, that 
the causes of complaint, if any, are not in the laws 
but in the administration of the laws. As it re- 
gards the marines, a description of furce most ne- 
cessary and useful, and which merits the fostering 
and protecting care of the government, the com- 
mittee, on examination, find that they are subject 
to do duty. afieat and on shore, as the executive, 
at liis discretion, may direct ; and thatthey are 
™ governed by the same rules and articles OPwar, 
as are prescribed for the military estéblisment, 
and by the rules for the regulation of the navy, 
heretofore, or which shall be. established by law, 
according to the nature of the service in which 
they shall be employed.” The committee know

‘The undersigned, officersrholding commis- 
sions in the navy of the United States, beg leave 
mest respectfully to state to the honorable the 
senate of the United States, that, having entered 
the service early in life, from motives of love of 
their country, respect for its naval chayacter, and 
a sincere Wish torbecome useful; they would 
willingly encounter dangers of any kind, or en- 
dute any hardships which the good of the service 
or the preservation of discipimé may make ne- 
cessary ; that, together with a willingness to risk 
their lived and sacrifice theireonforts, they have 
heretofore felt a Grm reliance on the protection 
which the well digested laws of their country 
“weve intended, by the framers and enactors of 
them, to nd to officers, of every grade, against 
‘the wan ise-of that power which all mili- 
tary estub MMS must place in the hands of the 
superior over the sabaltern | Guarding with cau- 
tidus jealousy their reputation and rights against 
allassaulis, whch have not been designated by 
the law for the guardianship and arbitraiion of the 
most respeetable ef all tribunals, (a court martial)

Of these charges and specifications it will be 
necessary to observe only, that the offence on 
which the greatest stress is laid, was committed, 
as the specification states, on the 22d July, 1816; 
that captain Heath was neither arrested, suspend- 
ed nor warned that notice wouldgbe taken of this 
offence ; that on the 16th Sept. 1816; capt. Heath 
is again supposed by capt. Perry’ to commit an 
offence, for whith capt. Perry suspends him from 
the exercise of the duties of his office; that in 
the interval between the commission of these two 
offences, a general court martial convenes in the 
hay of Naples, of which capt. Perry is pfesident, 
i capt. Heath a member; thatafter capt. Heath 

d been suspended from duty two days, he ad- 
dressed a note to capt. Perry, of which the follow- 
ing is a copy:

charges.

The language of this note capt. Perry consider- 
el disrespectful, and summoned. capt. Heath in- 
to hiscabin. Willingly would your memorialists 
draw a veil over the transaction which,then and 
there took place; most Willingly would they bury 
in oblivion a transactiof’so disgraceful to the _ 
character of an American officer. But justice to 
It appears, by the state-

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ment of capt. Heath and the acknowlegement of 


capt. Perry, that, after some a had 
passed, capt. Perry, from (as he says) {fa dispo- 
sition to chastise insolence on the spot, gave.to 
capt. Heath a blow, and after having committed 
this outrage on his person, with much abusive 
language, ordered him to be confined to his room 
and a centinel placed over him; a measure which 
hitherto has been considered justifiable in ex- 
treme cases only. A little reflection convinced 
capt. Perry of the impropriety of his conduct, and 
alarmed him for its consequences ; he according - 
ly, through the’ medium of another post captain 
and the first lieutenant of the Java, made an over- 
ture to capt. Heath of reconciliation, and through 
them tendered an apology, but insisted on terms 
of his own dictating. “ihis, capt. Heath, having 
a due regard for his own reputation, for the con 
mission which he, has the honor to hold, and for 
the respectability of his brother ofiicers of the 
same rank, positively refused to accept, and in his 
turn preferred charges against capt. Perry. A 
court martial convened, and, as we have becn un- 
officially informed, tor the trial of both ; but capt. 
Perry remained in the exercise of the functions 
of his office, while capt. Heath was in close con 

finement. Of the proceedings of this court, your 
memorialists know but little; they have ere this, 
they presume, been laid before the honorable se- 
cretary ofthe navy. But they know: that captain 
Perry has sailed for tie United States, in com 

mand of the Java, with the sanction of a court 
martial, and that of the commander in -chief, to 
support bis conduct. 


The undersigned have né6w no guarantee for 
the safety of their_persons, but the use of those 
arms which the laws of their country have placed 
in their haaitls, and that personal strength with 
which natarévhas blessed them. ‘To those means 
they must PésOxf, and on ‘them in future depend, 
unless the fi mble the senate, to whom they 
look with filialeonfidence, as the guardians of 
their rights, will, by a timely interference, save 
thei from the disagreeable alternative of relin- 
quishing a profession to Which they are enthusias- 
tically attached, or becoming in every instance the 
éefénders, not only of their characters, but of their 
persons. Placéd at a distance from their county 
and without the immediate influence of its civil 
laws, yor memorialists rely “With confidence on 
the décision of the high tribunal to which they 
now solemnly appeal. Yout memorialists trust it 
will nat engross too much of the valuahlc time of 
the sénate, foinstitute anexamin «‘ton into the pro- 
cecdings of this court in these two‘ instances.— 
"they beg leave also to state, that a case occurred 
at Naples, in August last, between: captain J. O. 
Creighton and midshipman Marston,of the Wash- 
ington, the decision on which they also, consider 
as ténding to destroy the conviction’ which, evéry 
officer ought to feel, while in the execution of 
the dutics of his office, that the strong arm of. the 
hiw is extended over him, equally for his protec- 
tion during good conduct, and for his punishment 
When he deviates fron its rules. “If your memo- 
rialists have erred in making this appeal, they 
hope it will be attributed @ather to. an exube- 
yance thanadéficieney Gf Pood feeling ; und they 
trust thattheyowill evembe fOand resdy to obey 
the-eull, and'support the cause of the cou:

Sin—The board of navy commissioners have 
been honored with your communication of the 
Sth insten! cagpsing 2c of a resolution of 
the tonoreble = Senate, and requifing of them 
all the information within their knowledge, in re. 
















lation te the objects of that reselutidn. 
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In obedience to this call they make the follow. 
ing report, and accompany it with a detailed state. 
ment, marked A. which they trust will be found 
to Mieet fully your views of the information re. 
quired. 

Of the proceedings which have been had under 
the act for the gracduab increase of the navy, the 
exhibit will show : 

‘That contracts have been entered into for the 
live oak frames, cut to moulds, of eight line of 
battle ships, and eight frigates ; that the frame of 
one line of battle ship and one frigate, is now 
cutting at Blackbeard Island, under the direction 
of the board, from — belonging to the United 
States ;—that one line df battle ship is now build. 
ing from promiscuous timber, collected at this na. 
vy yard, and that there is also promiscuous live 
oak for framing a frigate, collected and collecting 
at this vard, which make the frames of ten line of 
battle ships and ten frigates. : 

Of the contracts however it has been ascertain- 
ed that one, which embraced the quantity of live 
oak required for the frames of one line of battle 
ship and two frigates, will not be executed; and 
doubts are entertained whetheranother of the con- 
tracts, which is for the frames of two ships of the 
line and two frigates will be executed —Hence 
the commissioners can only state, with any degree 
of certainty, that provision has been made for the 
frames of seven ships of the line and six frigates, 

Of the copper and lead required in the con- 
struction of the ships authorised, when the quan« 
tity contracted for shall be delivered, (and nearly 
all has been delivered,) we shall have a sufficien- 
cy for all the ships of the line authorized, and for 
ten frigates. 

Of white oak and pine it will be perceived that 
we have contracted for, and otherwise provided, 
as follows :

Of cannon, carronades round and grape shot, we 
have contracted for the quantity required for two 
ships of the line. 

Of Ivon, we have engaged, and have now on 
hand yearly all that is required for four ships of 
the line and one frigate. 

Upon the subject of the steam batteries, au- 
thorized by the law for the “ gradual increase of 
the navy,” the commissioners have engaged one 
steam engine of one hundred horse power. 

The commissioners have also established an an- 
chor shop at this navy yard, where all the anchors 
required will be madé. They are also making at 
this yard iron cables. 

One ship of the line is ordered to be laid down 
at each of the following navy yards viz : 


Portsmouth, Boston, 
New-York, Philadelphia, , 
_ Washington, Norfolk.

Of the ships ordered to be laid down, those at 
New-York, Norfolk and Washington, have Been 
put on the stocks, and are progressing; those at 
the other points named, will be laid downs soon 
as circumstances will admit.

The Pretended Dauphin of France.

confronted with her, describe the very spot where 
it is.

Whatever relates to this new republic must be, 
in some degree, interesting to an American rea- 
der. We frequently hear news of the political 
aud military affairs of that country, but the heralds 
who announce such intelligence, always forget to 
tellus any thing about the people tlamselves, 
their manners, customs and character. The fol- 
lowing brief sketch, however, partially supplies 
these omissions, and will, no dgukt, be read with 
a goo.l deal of interest. It is communicated by a 
gentleman of intelligence and strict veracity, now 
im Buenos Ayres in a letter to a friend in this-place: 

© BUENOS AYRES, NOV. 20. 

“ The inhabitants, like the European Spaniards, 
are remarable for their indolence, but very unlike 
themin their politeness, sociality and gaiety.— 
The women are more lovely and faeinating in 
their persons than can well be imagined by those 
who have never seen them. To visit the tiger 
or bull fights, the opera house or their sociable 
titulians, (similar to the tea-parties in Virginia) is 
to behold a display of female beauty, surpassing 
the most extravagant description | am capable of 
giving. But then (O! human frailty) they are 
even more addicted to gullantry and intrigue 
than the ladies of Spain and Italy. *****. O, how 
exalted in my estimation are the fair daughters 
of my native land at this moment! With what 
rapture do [ dwell upon the remembrance of 
those characteristic traits of modesty, sincerity, 
prudence and rigid virtue, by which they are so 
peculiarly distinguished from the ladies of almost 
every otler countries in the universe. 
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‘ The abundance of every kind of provision in 
this place will appear almost incredible. Itis now 
the commencement of the spring s€ason, and 
there is not an article that attracts the eye that is 
not plenty in the superlative degreewith the 
exception of honest men. A bull or ox may 
bought for one dollar; an elegant horse for 
ioiars; the most beautiful horse in the co 
may be purchased for the trifling sum of sixteen 
dollars. Sheep are animals that the natives will 
not eat, and'they are only used to burifthe brick 
kilns with; they are sometimes valued at dwelve 
and an half to eighteen and a quarter cents pew, 
head. 

‘© A certain barbarian, (for I can call him noth- 
ing else) residing three miles out of» this city, re« 
gularly every year drives into his kilns’ 10,000 
sheep alive, and closing the kikgeeweage the 
poor harmless animals with as much sang froid as 
one of your Norfolk brick makers woul@'to a col- 
lection of pine fuel. In short, the cotihtry is so 
ever-run with every description of domestic and 
wild animals, that they range at large without re- 
straint, ‘perfectly their own masters. Every man 
is an expert horseman, and every horseman is a 
sure Soucher or lagsar, *3 they are here termed.— 
ife can mount his.h@rse,. and with a rope of 100 
yards in length, attached to the hinder part of his 
saddle, give chase in full speed, throw a running 
noose over the object of pursuit, whether a man 










or a wild animal, with incredible certainty, and 
thus entangling it, wheel suddenly about and)set 
off at full gallop, dragging his vicum of prey after 
him. In.this manner they take all the ani on 
which the inhabitants of the country and the cities 
subsist. Nothing can escape the running’ noose 
ot these extraordinary and expert horsemen when 
in pursuit. 

* Nature has not intended this fora great mari- 
time country. A ship carpenter’ might do well 
enough at repairing vessels, making spars, Ke. but 
he would meet with poor success in building, as 
he could find neither of these essentials, timber 
and water, in sufficient abundance. 

“‘bhe whole of South America on the south 
side of the great river (Rio de Ja Plata) is now 
entirely free from’ the Spanish yoke ‘The two 
conquering armies of Buenos Ayres, under the 
command of the celebrated generals Saint Martir 
and Belgrapo, having conquered the extensive 
province of Chili, are now on its northern border, 
and upon the eve of commencing operations 
aguinst the royalists in the proyiice of Peru; so 
that Lima, with its golden harvests, may scon be 
expected to form another link in the chain of re- 
publican dominion. The inveterate hatred they 
bear to the European Spaniards, and their ‘ ador- 
ed Ferdinand,’ is beyond conception In this part 
of the republic all is tranquility, order and sys- 
tem. Every day here seems like a day of gener- 
al festivity, and one can see nothing in the people 
indicative of the great contest for their indepen- 
dence ; yet they are, apparently strangers to feat 
and are vigorously engaged in coitending for the 
independence of the neighboring provinces. 

“On the north side of the river things will nev- 
er go right as long as Artigas is the chief in com- 
mand. He is an ambitivus and a dangcfous man, 
and it evidently appears that he has ao other ob- 
ject in view in driving the Portuguese out of that 
country, than to git himselfsdown as its sole mas- 
ter. Therefore you may readily perceivé he has 





‘not many friends in these southern provinces.”

L hope it is. prac- 
ticablé by improving the minds and morals of So- 
ciety, @t0 lessen the disposition to war;—but of 
its abolition I despair. Still, on the axiom thata 
less degree of.evil is prefereable to a greater, no 
means should be neglected which may add weight 
to the better scale. The enrolment you propose 
therefore, of my name, in the records ‘of your so- 
ciety, cannot be unexceptible to me; it.will bea 
true testimony of my principles and persuasion 
that the state of peace is that which mest im- 
proves the manners and merals,the prosperity 
and happiness of mankindy aad) although 1 dare 
not promise imyself that if can be perpetually 
maintained, yet if, by the ineulcations of reason 
or religién, ‘the perversities of our nature can be 
so farcorrected as sometimes to prevent the ne- 
cessity, either supposed or real, of an appeal to 
the Blinder scourges of war, murder and devas- 
tation, the benevolent endeavors of the friends ot 
peace Will not be entircly without remuneration.
